Hi all, 


It has been a while since I have posted, so I thought I would throw a 
few notes about the last camping trip that we were on. In the summer 
time, we usually load up the family and head out for a few long weekends 
in the summer for some camping, fishing and radio. 

The last trip was up near Leadville CO at Turqoise Lake. Leadville is 
the highest city in the US at 10,100 ft. The lake is a bit higher than 
that. I should let you know that we really don't camp, we RV. We got our 
spot in Molly Brown campground Friday afternoon. The drive up to 
Leadville is one of the prettiest in the state. My Dad was along in his 
motorhome and the our family gets by in a 24 foot trailer pulled with a 
new Dodge V10 pickup (killer motor!). 


The campsite was in the lodgepole pines and really nice. Got all set up 
and got the 125 foot zepp strung at about 35 feet. The campground host 
saw me stringing the antenna and asked "What is that?". I told him that 
it was an antenna.

Him at 2 watts and me at 3 
watts. 20 was in great shape. Next was W4LQE at Hilton Head SC. He was 
QRO and could not believe that 3 watts sounded like that. 

Moved to 30 meters about 9:22 PM and snagged NB5M/5 QRP. He was using 
his 38 Spcl and it sounded really nice. We had a good 1/2 hour ragchew. 
30 meters was in good shape as well. Next was XE2/NR70 and had a brief 
chat with him. 

The next day (Saturday) was filled with fishing and mountain biking, 
eating, sleeping etc.. 

Finally got back on the radio on 20 meters about 6:30 and heard a pile 
up at 14025.5. Heard a machine gun call and after the 3rd listen 
realized that it was TL5A. A new one for me! I don't know who was in the 
pile up, or being at 10K feet was an advantage, but I figured there was 
no way. I called once, mind you once, at 3 watts and got a NOTFI 5NN BK. 
Flustered, I sent back 599 (I lied!) CO QRP BK. O got FB QRP TU TL5A. 

I was shocked. I have worked my fair share of DX both QRO and QRP (189 
at QRO and 120 some QRP) and I was shocked. Not only did I bust the pile 
up but did it on the first call! Guess my timing was flawless ;-) 

The rest of the trip was a mix of 30 meters and 20 meters. I am not in 
to the NA QSO thing, so I was not as interested after that. 

Best conditions and best contact of the whole summer. I really like the 
mix of camping, family, biking and radio. Makes for some pretty good 
times and I think that Leadville is one of the nicest spots in Colorado. 
Not crowded with touristas yet!

I have a Sierra (board Rev C) and having trouble with the 15m band 
module. I have a 40m band module which works fine putting out 2.5 
Watts. The 15m band only seems to put out a half a watt (0.5 Watts). I 
check all the torrids for the correct windings and all have a dead short 
across them from the PC board (with a DVM). Capacitor C36 seems to been 
very touchy. It has a very narrow tuning spot. I didn't remember this 
with the 40m band module. 


Any ideas out there?

Hi all, 


I have been asked by a couple of folks about the antenna that I use when I am 
camping. Nothing fancy and it has been discussed here on the list several times 
in the past. 


I take a 75 foot roll of twin lead speaker wire (stranded for strength) and 
split it so that I have two pieces of wire 75 feet long. I use about 20-22 gua 
wire. Then just take a roll of whatever 300 ohm tv twin lead that you have or 
can buy and hook one side of each leg of the twin lead to each of the 75 foot 
runs of speaker wire. There you have it, the secret antenna weapon that I use 
camping. I have used this antenna at 60 feet, 20 feet, mangled, tangled, bent 
and never put up straight and it always gets out. I usually have great success 
on 20 and 30 meters, but 40 meters and 80 meters seem to work real well too. I 
remember that one year I had it only 10 feet off of the ground and the ends at 3 
feet and still worked lots of JA's on 20 meters and Europe on 30 meters. You can 
use whatever you have handy for the center insulator. I usually use a piece of 
scrap Plexiglas about 2 in. by 4 in. and just drill holes for the wire and twin 
lead. Total cost of the antenna is about 5 bux at current Radio Shack prices. If 
it gets mangled or damaged, who cares.

The first 1000 or so of the K8FF/NorCal paddles had the plastic 
"paddle pieces" mounted on the outside of the dit/dah shafts, forming 
a wider spacing between the paddles then some cared for. As a result, 
the shafts were remachined for mounting the plastic pieces on the 
INSIDE of the dit/dah shafts to form a narrower spacing between the 
paddles for those shipped after the first 1000 paddle kits. 


Therefore, you must must mount (temporarily) your dit and dah shafts 
per the drawing and see if the notches for the plastic pieces are 
on the inside or outside of the paddles and mount accordingly. 


The paddle drawings were redone (by me) to show how the plastic pieces 
were relocated to the inside surface of the dit/dah shafts, but it is 
possible the first few went out with the original drawing.

The intent is eliminate interference from planes which require ranges 

up to 1 mile from cars or boats which usually only need 100 feet or so. 

If an R/C car frequency get interfered with, the car goes off the track. 

If a plane gets a hit, it can stike a person on the ground, a house, a 
windshield on a moving car, or any other bad scenarios. I do know there 
are about 10 or so 6 meter band frequencies set aside of R/C use that 

we use on planes and gliders, but I don't know if the same frequencies 

can be used for surface vehicles also.

Mike, 


I've been out of town a few days and just returned. Saw your query 
about DCTL antennas. I made one for 40 meters and worked 
California...twice on 1 watt, once during a contest and once as a casual 
call to a CQ. Have also worked stations closer in. 


They are a compromise antenna, but you can get out. Mine was leaning 
against the clothes closet in my second story bedroom when I worked 
California. 


The SWR bandwidth is VERY, VERY narrow and you almost need an antenna 
analyzer to get it right, otherwise you will have trouble getting out. 
Ordinarily, I don't pay much attention to SWR, but this antenna is one 


where it pays to get it as low as possible. The SWR can go from 1.2:1 
up to 6:1 in less than 20 Khz. But...I got mine to resonate at 7:040 
with a 1.2:1 SWR and made some contacts. I'm sure there are technical 
reasons why the SWR shouldn't make any more difference with this antenna 
than others, but I just found out from practical experience that I don't 
make any contacts with it when I don't have it "tuned" properly. It is 
also very touchy on the tuning. I set mine up as an inverted delta 
configuration and moving the top leg by as much as a half inch can 
significantly raise or lower the SWR by ALOT!!!! 


I mounted it on a "T" section of PVC pipe and used the plastic sheets to 
hold the feedline to the antenna as suggested in a sheet by NOUR, Dave 
in St. Louis (???did I get that right????). That way, I can measure and 
mark the settings for mounting the antenna on the "T" and get pretty 
close to a low SWR every time. Incidentally, I feed mine with 50 ohm 
coax, but if you have a good tuner, there is no reason you can't use 300 
ohm feedline. I tried one on 20 meters and have had no luck at all. 
Others have had similar problems getting out on the higher bands, but it 
does seem to work on 40 meters for me. 


Good luck. I think you'll be surprised how well the DCTL works. It is 
a very good and very quiet receiving antenna. I use mine alot when 
there are lots of Texas thunder boomers raging outside.
